WASHINGTON, July 11.—(4A)— 
President Roosevelt called today 
for a United States merchant ship 
construction program so vast as to 
equal or exceed the present rate 
of losses by Great Britain and her 
allies. 

Mr. Roosevelt asked congress 
for. an additional $1,698,000,000 
in cash and authorizations for the 
Maritime Commission, which al- 


ready has under way a $1,715,000, al 


000 construction program, 

The commission said $1,246,650,- 
000 of the money would be used 
to construct 566 ships of various 
$350,000,000 for the requi- 
sition, purchase and repair of ex- 
isting ships, either foreign or do- 
mestic, in connection with the na- 
tional defense emergency or the 
aid-to-Britain program, and the 
remainder for the construction of 
48 additional shipways and recon- 
ditioning of yards. 

Mr. Roosevelt also asked con-' 
gress today for $1,625,000,000 for 
the Navy, $400,000,000 of which 
will be used for maintenance and 
repair of defense installations on 
government or private-owned 
merchant. ships. 

The Maritime Commission said 
plans for the additional merchant 
ship construction program already 
had been developed to the point’ 
where actual construction of ship- 
building facilities could begin early 
next month. No announcement was 
made as to where the ships would 
be built.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—(UP) 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
told the Senate Affairs 
Committee at a secret session to- 
day that a United States 
vessel dropped a depth bomb in 
the Atlantic some time ago _ to

the United Press was informed by 
a member of congress. 

Knox declined to comment on 
the report.

What of American Rights? 

Thoughtful Americans cannot help but ask 
themselves what has become of basic American 
rights of the individual when congress, as 
demonstrated on Thursday in the lower house, 
was so docile in the face of demands of organ- 
ized labor that it struck from the selective 
service act amendments provisions for strike 
control which, surely, were fully in accord with 


every American principle. 

There was, for instance, a clause empower- 
ing the President to seize any defense industry 
plant whose owner or operator refused to make 
use of existing labor conciliation machinery to 
avoid, or settle, a strike. 

Wherein was that provision wrong? The 
nation is in a state of unlimited emergency. The 
President has declared that it is the duty of 
operators and labor alike to submit any differ- 
ences to the federal mediation board, set up for 
the very purpose of avoiding stoppages of work 
in plants vital to the defense program. Yet 
congress refuses to the President the requisite 
power to enforce this arrangement, in so far 
as operators, at least, are concerned. 


Another clause provided for seizure of plants 
when work stoppage is caused by subversive 
elements. Where was the objection to this? Did 
the 220 members who voted this clause out of 
the bill do so out of regard for the subversive 
elements mentioned? Such a theory is unten- 
able yet logic fails to provide any other excuse. 

Yet a third clause forbade any person to 
prevent by violence or threats any other person 
from going to work in a defense plant. In 
defeating this did congress thereby 
give its approval to the use of threats and 
violence to prevent loyal American citizens from 
the one great job of the times, 


clause,

It is hard to see any logical ground for 
objection to these clauses by organized labor 
itself. Yet news stories from Washington state 
that a powerful labor lobby opposed all three 
provisions and that it was due to the influence 
of this lobby that the house of representatives 
voted against them. 

It presages a sad day for America when 
labor, in the first place, objects to such simple 
provisions to aid the defense of America and 
to protect American workmen from unscrupu- 
lous operators, from subversive foes of the 
nation and from violence and thuggery. 

It likewise presages a sad day for America 
when the congress shows itself so subservient 
to labor’s orders that it will vote such provisions 
down. 


Wages and Living Costs 

Canada has adopted a system of control for 
wages which appears to be the most logical and 
sensible method of removing wage demands 
from the basic reasons for strikes in industry 
during the war emergency. 

Under the Canadian plan wages are “frozen” 
at not above the average level for 1926-29. How- 
ever, it is virtually mandatory that all work- 
ers be given a bonus of $1.25 additional for 
each week, for every 5 per cent increase in the 
cost of living. 

It is reported from Washington that there 
is strong probability this plan, or one similar 
to it, will be adopted in this country. 

Whether or not it has been used as excuse, 
or sincerely, the plea that wages are too low 
has been advanced by labor leaders in many 
of the strikes that have plagued this nation 
Since the war emergency began. Adoption of 
the Canadian plan would immediately make 
such pleas untenable, inasmuch as the manda- 
tory bonus system provides for any inadequacy 
caused by rising prices of the essentials. 

Of course it is known that the real reason 
behind many recent strikes has been the de- 
sire of labor leaders for greater power and en- 
hanced collections from membership fees. It 
means much to this type of revenue to gain 
“closed shop” privileges and even more if the 
automatic “check-off” is included. 

There has been little sympathy, by the gen- 
eral public, with many of these strikes and, if 


provision is made for offsetting increased costs 
of living by automatic increases in wages, pub- 
lic sympathy for defense strikers will almost 
disappear. Such an enactment, coupled with 
the Vinson proposal for a mandatory “cooling 
off” period before a strike is called, should do 
away, almost certainly, with strikes in defense 
industry in this country.

Germans Halted 

Without relying upon the communiques of 
either combatant, but weighing physical facts 
and balancing claims against these facts, it is 
evident the German drive into Russia has been 
halted, at least temporarily, by the Red army. 
Thus far there are indications the Russian 
army is not as poor as some observers thought 
it would prove. And, unless the Germans can 
break through in decisive strength, the war is 
likely to become both hard and long. 

It is probable the present lull was brought 
about by the need for mustering. supplies and 
fresh troops on both sides. The Nazis undoubt- 
edly feel the need of reorganizing troop units 
to fill in losses of material and casualties before 
any sustained offensive can be-re-started. The 
Reds equally can make use of the time to 
replenish their own supplies and to bring up 
fresh troops. 

The same kind of a lull came during the 
invasion of France after Dunkerque. So it must 
not be expected that the full fury of the 
German attack is over or that the Nazis are 
being forced into positional warfare. 

There are some bright spots in the picture. 
The Russian air force, according to foreign 
military observers in Moscow, is not as badly 
battered as might be expected and not nearly 
as knocked out as the Germans have claimed. 
This is of vital importance in evaluating the 
position of the Russians. Foreign observers 
confirm scraps of information indicating that 
the Red air force still is a vital factor in-the 
conflict. For the first time, then, the Germans 
are up against an enemy still in possession of 
at least some aerial support. 

Whether or not the Germans are being 
hampered in moving supplies by guerrillas is a 
question only time will tell. The Reds claim 
they have units operating behind the enemy 
lines with telling effect, but again there can be 
no confirmation. 

However, the supply factor cannot be over- 
looked. 

It is perhaps a general impression that the 
mechanized German army is able to move the 
bulk of its supplies by truck and rail, and that 
consequently their armies remain highly mobile 
at all times. Reports on the French invasion 
do not bear this out. The Germans in that 
campaign are reported to have used literally 
thousands upon thousands of horse-drawn 
vehicles for the mass movement of supplies. 
The same undoubtedly is true in the Russian 
campaign where roads are poor and the rail- 
roads useless to the Nazis because of the differ- 
ences in gauge. They

and must be getting a little dubious about the 
whole business. 

The initial blow has been absorbed and the 
fighting strength of the Red army appears 
better than most persons expected. To that 
extent the outlook is bright.

Georgia Editors Say: 


THE FENCE PLAN. 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

It will be a regrettable mistake on the part 
of people of southeast Georgia if the WPA’S pro- 
posal to fence some 3,000 to°5,000 miles of high- 
way in this section—to keep livestock off the 
thoroughfares—is not accepted. 

The WPA plan, which can be carried through 
with relatively small costs to the counties, appears 
the only possible one to eliminate this long-stand- 
ing safety hazard. For political reasons the state 
legislature never has, and never will, pass a law 
to keep livestock from the highways. That is why 
acceptance of the WPA proposal is our only hope 
of bringing about this muchly desired and badly 
needed change. 

It is patently unfair to motorists—and par- 
ticularly true of tourists who are unaware of our 
practice of allowing livestock to roam unmolested 
—that the highways which have been built with 
their tax money should be turned over as pastures 
to farmers who are too lazy or ignorant to care 
for the welfare of their own cattle and hogs. 

The State Highway Patrol estimates that a 
minimum of 40 deaths were caused in Georgia 
in 1939 and 1940 by accidents involving livestock, 
There is no just cause for us to allow our roads 
to continue as death traps when the causes of 
those death traps can be eliminated. Unless we 
do that we are taking the position that the life 
of a cow or a hog is more valuable than that of 


a human being.

2. Redefinition of western hemisphere limits, offering greater 
latitude for whatever naval defense plans we may be called upon 
to make. 

3. Recommendation of General Marshall, chief of staff, for chang- 
ing provisions of the present law to permit sending of American 
troops outside of the western hemisphere if our national security 
demands. 

4. The strong implication in Secretary Knox’s statement that the 
President’s new orders for the Navy to guard sealanes serving 
strategic defense outposts authorizes the Navy to use its guns as 
well as its eyes in patrolling the ocean. 

». The outspoken recommendation by Wendell L. Willkie, made 
after an hour and a half’s conference with the President, for estab- 
lishing American naval bases in Scotland, as well as in the north 
of Ireland. 

6. The proposal from London by Prime Minister Churchill that 
Great Britain and the United States pool their navies to protect 
vital supplies traversing the “dangerous waters” of American- 
occupied Iceland. 
7. Announcement by the White House that the President was 
asking congress for a $4,700,000,000 supplemental appropriation for 
War Department purposes. 


ALL OF @NE PATTERN Here are seven positive moves or 

proposals, all announced within a 
period of less than a week and all closely related. Some of the more 
startling among them, such as the Willkie recommendation for set- 
ting up bases in Scotland and Ireland, or the Churchill suggestion 
for pooling navies, may offer no prospects of being immediately 
translated into action, but they are worth considering as a part of 
the pattern. 

Whether Mr. Roosevelt inspired either proposal is not known, of 
course, but it is only logical fo assume that he was informed in 
advance. 

Viewed collectively the seven developments are sufficient to con- 
vince the most doubting of the administration’s well-meaning critics 
that there will be no let-down in our defense aims during the 
breathing spell provided by the German invasion of the Soviets. 

After that invasion was launched there was much talk from 
appeaser elements that we could now afford to relax our defense 
efforts while Germany and Russia battled it out on a new European 
war front that offered ‘less threat of an all-out attack on Britain. 
Concern was manifested in some quarters that the administration 
might be taken in by such talk.

Diverse Efforts on Part 
of Officials Are 
Revealed.

State Defense Corps Intelligence Officer. 
As the tempo of tne nation’s de- 
fense efforts quickens, Georgia's 
own defense. program, closely co- 
ordinated with that of the federal 
government, is gaining speed. 

At the moment, Georgia defense 
officials are engaged in prepara- 
tions for a state-wide collection of 
scrap aluminum, in organizing an 
air raid warning system, in de- 
termining what public work proj)- 
ects are needed to cope with de- 
fense activities and in enrolling 
equipping a- home defense 
These and other efforts are all 
correlated through the Georgia 
Council for National Defense, a 
state organization created 
last October to co-ordinate Geor- 
gia’s program with that of the na- 
tional government. 

Collier Chairman, 

Charles A. Collier, 
chairman the 
tichard C, Job «is the executive 
director. Working closely with 
them are Colonel Lindley Camp, 
commander, and Major Oren War- 
ren, adjutant, of the State Defense 
Corps. 

Technically the Defense Corps, 
also created last October, is a part 
of the council,-but it is separately 
commanded and its duties are 
military rather than civilian, 

The state guards, now about: 
5,290 strong, comprise the matin 
force of the Defense Corps. Under 
the command of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel George Sweeney, of Atlanta, 
they are organized in 27 districts 
made up of an average of seven 
counties each. Majors command 
the district units while captains 
command the one or more units 
organized in each county. 

Guard Communities. 

Enlistments for the state guards 
is still under way, with any able- 
bodied man between 21 and 60 
years of age eligible for member- 
ship. The duties of these men are 
to guard their own communities. 
Major Warren said they could not 
be called for service outside their 
own counties. 

A separate unit of the Defense 
Corps is the military police bat- 
talion of Lieutenant Colonel W. P. 
of Gainesville. Created 
by Governor Talmadge, the police 
battalion was formed to replace 
federalized National Guardsmen 
and may be summoned for duty 
any place in the state.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—(4)—

Today’s action consisted of or- 
dering the collectors of customs in 
the nine ports in which the vessels 
are anchored to take charge of the 
ships, which previously have been 
in the hands of the Coast Guard.

The 14th Quartermaster Bat- 
talion at Fort Benning, announced 
today a distributing record for 
other divisions to shoot at. 

In three hours it dispensed 30,- 
000 gallons of gasoline through 
“milking machines,” first of their 
type ever to be used in the field. 

Under blackout the battalion 
dispensed by the “can exchange” 
method 45,000 gallons in 5 1-2 
hours. 

For the first time during recent 
large scale maneuvers the divi- 
sion handled its own contracts, 
purchases and rail transportation. 

Hitherto it has been customary 
for the field army to care for such 
requirements. 

The “milking machines” are de- 
vices by which the gasoline 
pumped from tank truck or tank 
car and dispensed through multi- 
ple hoses to cans or tanks hauling 
the gas to the separate organiza- 
tions. Lieutenant Colonel Hobart 
R. Gay, commanding the battal- 
ion, said the 10,000-gallons-an- 
hour speed could have been con- 
tinued hours. 

The division issued rations un- 
der blackout each night for more 
than 10,000 men and Officers, 
more than a half-million meals, 
without a major hitch. 

It returned to Fort Benning 
after the two weeks of 24-hour 
work with every one of its hun- 
dreds of quartermaster vehicles 
still rolling. One night the bat- 
talion suffered seven wrecks— 
and had all repaired by the next 
morning, Colonel Gay said. This

ELLSWORTH, Maine, Thursday.—Yesterday was a really suce 
cessful day. My mother-in-law saw so many of her young people 
that she was completely satisfied, and that happens rarely. The two 
youngest great-grandchildren behaved them- 
selves extremely well.

BUENOS AIRES, July 11.—() 
Peru has accepted in principle but 
with some reservations the pro- 
posal by the United States, Ar- 
gentina and Brazil to mediate the 
Peru-Eucador border dispute, it 
was announced tonight. 

Roberto Gache, undersecretary 
of the Argentine foreign ministry, 
said Ecuador had not yet ane 
swered the mediation proposal but 
Peru had accepted in principle. It 
was believed that Peruvian reser- 
vations could be adjusted. 

The three nations had proposed 
that Peru and Ecuador establigh 
a no-man’s land on both sides of 
the line known as the Status Quo 
line in the disputed territory.
